Gen, Lee to Prepare 40,000 Men to Attack 


~ Cuban Capital Within 30 Days, 


Blanco Tries Again to Draw Blockaders Into 


Kange of Havana Guns, But Fails, Long 


War Now Anticipated. 


TO HAVANA IN 30 J»A\'» 


General lee Ordered to Prepnr* Army 


•f 4 0,OOO I»!eu. Long War 


Expected. 


Washington, June 14.—Havana is to be 


attacked as soon as an army can be got 
ready. Gen, Lee has been ordered to pre- 
pare an army of 40,000 man. It is expect • 
ed to be ready in 30 days. 
An army will 


also move on Porto Rico. The President 


and his advisors have reached the unwel- 
come conclusion that the war is going to 
drag on for a long time, and are going to 
try force the issue. 


When the war began many Seen OD- 


Sstvers predicted a prolonged contest. 
They based their bSSief on the knowl- 
edge that wars with Spain, from the 
time of Napoleon, have been long drawn 
nut. with Spain persistently fighting 
against great odds, and refusing to sur- 
render, even after the tide of war had 
irresistibly turned against her. 


With the possibility that the war Is yet 


to last several months, the president and 
his advisers are facing the new situation 
with the utmost frankness. 
It is esti- 


mated at the war department that within 
the next two months 60,000 American 
soldiers will be in the field at the Phil- 
ippines, Porto Rico, Santiago and other 
Cuban ports not yet named, but against 
which aggressive oparationa are pro- 
posed. By that time the volunteer army 
now in camp, and yet to be mustered in, 
will be fully clothed and armed, and will 
be ready for the invasion 
of Cuba. 


Whether It will be sent to Havana as 
soon as It Is ready !s a question which 
cannot yet be answered, because It will 
flepend entirely upon circumstances. It 
may be that tfie best judgment of the 
military authorities wfll agree that the 
Investment of Havana shall then takft 
place, in which event ttie army will be 
transported to Cuban soil without re- 
gard to climatic conditions. 
If, on the 


other hand, it is deemed best £o wait until 
fall, a program of postponement wlft be 
followed out regardless of any popular 
demand fbr immediate action. In short, 
every step will be taken with great de- 
liberation, even though the army be 
ready to move. 


It has been realized for sometime that 


as yet no assault has been 
directed 


against a fatal spot in the Spanish na- 
tion. 
The Philippines, Porto Rico and 


Cuba may all be lopped off without In- 
juring the parent trunfc. This being the 
case, it may be necessary to strike the 
vital blow on the peninsulai of Spain. Ai 
a close friend of the presfdent remarked, 
It may be easier to send a fleet across the 
water than to send an army to Cuba, 


The army is afloat to Join Sampson's 


squadron. 
The first great struggle be- 


tween the Spanish and American spl- 
diery is near at hand. 
With this-ex- 


pedition under Way the military author- 
ities are turning their attention to tha 
capture of Porto Rico, and the second 
expedition should soon start. With their 
departure the war department threw 
aside the veil of secrecy which has 
hitherto surrounded its operations, and 
not only frankly admitted that the troops 
had left, but made public the personnel 
of the expedition. 


Ineky Tor the Marines. 


Kingston, Jam , June 14.—The wonder 


is that the Spaniard's did not drive the 
marines from this first American post 
on Cuban soil into the sea. There are 
only 620 marines there. They fought 
in the open, with but few rifle pits, 
trenches or hiding places. The tramped 
brush shows that the attack Saturday 
afternoon was made by a. heavy body of 
the enemy. Their number is estimated 
by the Cuban insurgents at more than 
2000, it being known that there are about 
3500 Spanish troops in and about Guan- 
tanamo. 


It is lucky for this little band of ma- 


rines that the Spaniards are not bolder- 
fighters, or Saturday nlghfsbattle would 
have been a bloody tale of fierolc resist- 
ance to overwhelming numbers and the 
wiping out of a forlorn hope. 


The Spaniards had mounted two guns 


on the west aide of the harbor and 
blazed away with them late Sunday. A 
few shells from the TPTB* ptonpod th"fr 
nonsense.

Attempt to Draw Blockading SItips 


Into Kaiijje of Havana Gun* 


Foiled Batteries Fire on 


Gnuboat 


Key West, Pla., Jane 14.—Captain Gen- 


eral Blanco has apparently

abandoned the hope of luring American 
warships within range of the Havana 
batteries. He tried It agaitt Friday morn- 
ing last, but with no better success than 
in his previous attempts. 


Adyices received here today are to the 


effect that five Spanish ships ran out to 
the south of Havana harbor on the day 
mentioned and headed in an easterly di- 
rection. 
The vessels of the blockading 


squadron were lying well shore, the near- 
est not being closer than 2000 yards. Upon 
sighting the Spaniards they ran in a short 
distance and opened fire on them. A 
volley of shot and shell brought no re- 
sponse from the enemy but the quintet of 
ships speedily turned tail and hugging 
the shore, under the batteries, ran back 
in tha harbor. 


The American ships, however, did not 


accept the bait and made no further at- 
tempt to molest them. The Spanish boats 
were small gun boats of the class which 
has been manoenveringall the north coast 
in futile efforts to draw the American 
ships within fire of the Spanish batteries. 


Yesterday afternoon three 
Havana 


batteries, the Santa Clara battery and 
Sand batteries No. 1 asd No. 2, deliber- 
ately opened fire npon one of the auxili- 
ary gnn boats which was cruising closely 
along the shore. About half a dozen shots 
were fired, none finding any other mark 
than the sea, Although several dropped 
too close tor comfort. 
The gnnboat 


made no reply bat hurried out of range 
and reported the attack to the flagship of 
t e blockading sqnadron. No attempt at 
icUllation however was made.

Statjedrivar Tired of Hia Job. 


"W. J. Metcalf has become tired of the 


job of carrying the mail between this 
town and Pittsfield and has given it up. 
The contract was awarded last fall to 
Ambrose A. Call of Algona, Iowa, who 
sub-let it to Mr. Metcalf, the superintend- 
ent of the town farm at Sweet's Corners. 
The contract price was $629.40 a year. 
The distance is 20 miles and the mail has 
to be carried each way daily, except Sun- 
days, and for three or four monthf dur- 
ing the summer and early fall it has to 
be carried twice a day between here and 
South Williamstown and between Lanes- 
boro and Pittafield. Mr. Metcalf has done 
the work since October 1 and finds that it 
it not profitable to him at the price paid, 
including; what he can make by carrying 
piBsengers and backages. He therefore 
notified Postmaster Eidridge Saturday 
night that he had got tbrougti. F. H, 
Daniels was hired to carry the mail Mon- 
day and H. C. Savage of the Idlewild car- 
ried it today. A new man will be pro- 
cured for the job as soon as possible. 


The Question of Taxes. 


The assessors expect to finish their out 


door work this week if the weather is not 
too bad. They say it looks as though the 
rate would be $19 on $1000 this year, 
which will strike the taxpayers as pretty 
•nng. Last year the town, county and 
state tax amounted to $17,23) and the rate 
was $16.25 on $1000. This year the town 
has appropriated $17,000 and there is a 
big Increase in the county tax,which is also 
•zpected in the state tax, so it is safe, to 
•ay that Willlamatown will have to pay a 
total tax of $54,000 or more. This means 
business and thera will be some un- 
pleasant surprises when pay day comes 
next fall.

'PROFITABLE DUCKSi 


(THEY GENERALLY COMMAND HIGHER 


PRICES THAN CHICKENS. 


Superior Point, of White Poklni — Utility 


of Iiionbators In Hatching Ducks—Neces- 
sity For Green Food—Water For Drink 
•ucl For Swimming. 


Of all the varieties of ducks that we 


commonly consider profitable, writes E. 
O. Roessle in The Country Gentleman, 
tho Imperial Pokin is by far the best. 
They are very hardy, grow fast and at 
10 weeks of age should weigh five 
pounds. There i^ no secret about the 
process of raising them thus rapidly to 
such a satisfactory weight. In compari- 
son with chickens, it will be seen how 
much faster they grow and consequent- 
ly how much less it costs to mature 
them. A chicken, forced to the utmost, 
should weigh 1)4 pounds dressed as a 
broiler at 12 weeks. On the otiier hand, 
a duckling forced will weigh fivp pounds 
in ten weeks. The chicken will bring in 
a fancy market probably 75 cents to $1 
in March or April. The duckling in the 
same months and in the same market 
will bria&g from $1.50 to $2. In an or- 
dinary market the chicken will bring 50 
cents and the duckling at least $1. In 
the Jnly market the chicken will bring 
30 cents and the duckling still $1 or at 
the lowest 90 oenta. Without going into 
a comparison of feed, it is self evident 
that it costs more to feed a chicken 12 
weeks to marketable size than it does to 
feed a duckling ten weeks to its market- 
able size of five pounds, which is over 
three times the weight of the chicken. 
Even if it costs the same we produce 1^ 
pounds of weight on the chicken as 
against five pounds of weight on the 
duckling and in two weeks' less time. 


Ducks are very prolific layers when 


they begin laying, which is about the 
first part of January. For example, a 
flock in full lay, say in February, should

We would nev- 
er think of keeping hens if we could not 
have a fence which would limit the 
space where they could go whether it 
were ten feet square or a square acre. 
They should not be in the vegetable 
garden, the flower garden or the straw- 
berry bed. Neither should thej come 
into the house until killed. It would be 
cheaper to fence a large yard, as large as 
they would caro to roam over, than to 
have them roam at will, scratching up 
the garden, picking the fruit, treading 
down the grass, and making even a 
woman think swear words, if she does 
not like to utter them.—American Cul-

lay about 20 or 23 eggs daily for every 
25 ducks. After they have been laying 
three weeks, their eggs show a very 
high percentage of fertility, and it is not 
an unusual thing to test a machine at 
85 and 90 per cent. 


In an incubator—and the artificial 


method has almost entirely usurped the 
natural—ducks' eggs require more air- 
ing than hens' eggs, for the reason that 
their shells are thicker, and hence it is 
a little more difficult to develop the air 
cell. In other respects they are treat- 
ed exactly like all hens' eggs. They 
may be tested on the third or fourth 
day, and it is surprising how/strong the 
germ will then appear. 
Titey take 28 


days to hatch, but usually begin to pip 
on the twenty-fifth day, and by the 
twenty-eighth all are out. They hatch 
lively and seldom stick or die in the 
shell The result is that much more sat- 
isfactory hatches are obtained than from 
hens' egjfs. I consider it quite as imper- 
ative with ducks as with chickens to 
leave them at least 36 hours in the bot- 
tom of the machine after all are hatched. 


Brooding ducks artificially is much 


easier than brooding chickens. The heat 
in the brooder should be started at 
about 90 degrees, but the second day 
may be reduced to 80 degrees. Duck- 
lings, unlike chickens, do not crowd in 
the hover, preferring to lie well separat- 
ed. Where it is necessary to have fringe 
in front of the hover for chickens the 
ducklings do without it During April, 
when the weather is usually milder and 
the brooder house is warm throughout, 
they will soon prefer to rest at night 
outside of the hover. 


If they are overfed, they will receive 


a setback in their growth which may 
stunt them for a week. If by accident, 
therefore, they ar» overfed, it is best to 
skip a feed or two until they become 
hungry again. When the ducklings are 
4 weeks old, four feeds a day are quite 
sufficient. When 0 weeks old, three 


j feeds will be enough, but the cornmeal 
should be increased a little and the 
bran diminished. When 8 weeks old 
and intended for market solely, they 
should be fed three parts cornmeal and 
one part bran. After the sixth week the 
beef scraps may be increased, and this 
increase continued slightly until they 
have attained full weight 


Water is more important for duck- 


lings than feed. In fact, it is a good 
plan to give them water first before feed- 
ing. Teach them to find the water foun- 
tain as soon as they are placed in the 
brooder. If they appear stupid, take a 
few, ono at a time, and dip their bills 
in the water. They will soon learn the 
road, and the first tanght will teach the 
test Water to drink must be kept be- 
fore them day and night. They will 
drink and waste great quantities. They 
must have water close at band when 
feeding, as it is absolutely necessary for 
their digestion. For yonng growing 
market ducklings water to swim in is 
more of an injury than a benefit. The 
food which is given them to convert in- 
to flesh must not be hardened into mus- 
cle by exercise in tho water. 


Green food is the natural food of the 


dnck. If yon have not sown rye in the 
fall, so that yonr ducks can obtain the 
fresh yonng growth early in the spring, 
yon must substitute something in place 
of it, and I know of nothing better than 
young tender cabbage. After.they are 3 
wfflw oH they will soon sfrip r» v-Jiolo

HOW TO 
GRADE UP 
FLOCKS OF 


SCRUB FOWLS. 


Advantages of Maintaining a Singl. Breed. 


SLmilir Food and Temperature Adaptu-1 
to All Bird* of a Kind — All Bound 
Merits of Plymouth Roclcs. 


Wo havo frequently advocated the 


grading up of flocks of scrub fowl, says 
The American Cultivator, by getting a 
well bred male to run. with them and 
continuing to select the test pullets for 
another cross into the same breed, 
though prof erredly not to the same bird. 
And we think now this ia an excellent 
plan, but not necessarily the best one

that could be adopted. If one has the 
money to expend, it takes but little 
more to get a breeding pen of some good 
breed and from their eggs to raise up a 
flock that one can be proud of. The uni- 
formity of size, form and color will be 
but a small part of the benefit derived 
from having them all alike. They can 
all be fed alike and treated alike to pro- 
duce like results—no danger of having 
some growing too fat upon the food that 
just keeps others in. good laying condi- 
tion. If the henhouse is warm enough 
for one bird, another will not suffer 
from cold.. If 69010 of them make good 
chickens f<* roasting or broiling, all 
should do so. , This is one of the little 
points which r-- -luce poultry keeping to 
an exact scici 
The man whose hens 


are all of OIK 
-ced should soon learn 


how to caro i . them to keep them 
healthy and productive, but he that has 
a mixed np lot'-of. mongrels would need 
to be deeply learned in the business to 
know how to obtain from each one the 
best results of which it was capable. 


Having tried most of the common 


breeds of fowls, says a writer in The 
Rural -New Yorker, I believe that for 
the everyday average farmer who wish- 
es to keep poultry on a small scale no 
breed will answer so well as the Plym- 
outh Rocks. Placing them side by side 
with other kinds, they will lay nearly 
as many eggs as either the White or 
Brown Leghorns. If one have customers 
whom he supplies by the week, aiming 
to keep this up by the year round, sure- 
ly the Plymouth Rocks will do more to 
fill the basket each week in the year 
than any other. They also lay the lar- 
gest sized eggs. My esrperience with 
Plymouth Rocks has taught me that no 
breed will stand the cold and thrive 
with them. The old birds will lay in 
the fall until the pullets begin, thus in- 
suring a constant supply. I have heard 
of great results obtained from Leghorns 
in winter, but have never been able to 
get them to do anything extra. They 
are too small for sitting, although the 
brown Leghorn is faithful to her nest, 
but being so timid as they are it is un- 
pleasant to handle them. I would advise 
using only the Plymouth Rocks for in- 
cubation, as they will cover a good 
number of eggs, are easily handled and 
make the mother. 


Gapes In Chickens. 


The causa of gapes is a small worm, 


something resembling a fishworm, only 
smaller. It lodges in the throat, caus- 
ing a choking or gaping of the chick, 
and instead of being swallowed it re- 
mains in the throat and breeds there in 
such numbers as soon to choke the chick 
to death. There is a small gapeworm 
exterminatqr in the form of a loop wire 
that can be inserted in the windpipe and 
withdraw the worm. You can purchase 
these at almost any poultry supply 
house. What has proved the best reme- 
dy with me is about two drops of tur- 
pentine injected down the throat either 
with a small syringe or machine oil 
can. 
This will usually dislodge them 


and give the chick relief. 
This worm 


infests only certain soil and one may 
havo gapes in its worst form on one 
part of tho farm and have no signs of it 
less than a fourth of a milo away. 
If 


ono'i flnrlt io bnrtly affprrfd by fhpm, T 
would recommend a change of runs for 
the chicks and you will usually see the 
disease disappear.—Theodore Hewes in 
Breeder's Gazette. 


Cardiiml Point* of Special Interest to B« 


ginnen In the linsinesi. 


It is true we learn by doing and gait 


knowledge every day, and that there 
are not a few who know a*, least the set- 
tled facts about the proper care of poul- 
try. But a Diua.ll aiuiy of beginners k 
with us every year, and it is principally 
to these that this modest article is ded- 
icated. 


Proper and due proportion of care in 


the management, of poultry is worth 
whole pints of medicine. 


Care means a naturally warm house 


in winter and plenty of shade in sum- 
mer. 


It also includes proper exercise, clean 


and wholesome food, clear water, grit, 
charcoal and a constant warfare waged 
winter and summer against vermin, 
principally lice. 


Medicine should only be needed in 


isolated cases. When a whole flock ic 
sick or out of condition, something is 
radically wrong. 


Sick fowls should immediately be put 


In a place out of sight and hearing of 
the rest of the flock and they alone be 
given drugs. 


There is no sense and often much 


harm in drugging a whole flock to 
cure a few sick individuals. Medicines 
ehould never be given in water which 
is contained in metallic vessels. 


Warm mash in the morning, as much 


as will be eaten up clean and greedily 
in five minutes; wheat, oats and buck- 
wheat buried deeply in litter for all day 
exercise and parched whole corn in 
moderate quantities just before going 
to roost for lots of eggs. 


For largest yield of eggs keep in mod- 


erate confinement, undisturbed by dogs, 
boys, etc., and add to the above ration 
lean meat, cut bone, grit, charcoal, 
crushed oyster shells, plenty of green 
feed, a little cayenne pepper, boiled 
beets and all table scraps that are not 
greasy or tainted. 


When you want the eggs for hatch- 


ing, introduce a vigorous male, drop the 
mash and cayenne pepper, cut down the 
grain one-half and double the lean meat, 
oyster shells and green feed or open the 
gates, and if the range is good and 
weather 
and season favorable feed 


nothing but grain and leave the rest to 
nature. 


Such change of feed and treatment 


Ehould be done gradually—a month is 


, none too long. 
Then use your eggs for 


i hatching, not before. 


Do not be surprised if, say, your 50 


hens were laying 80 to 35 eggs daily all 
winter they drop down to 20 or 25. 
This is what you are after, and as the 
spring season advances and the range is 
good they will again get back to their 
original number of eg,gs daily, particu- 
larly if they are of the nousitting variety. 


Free, uuliayted ra&ge for grqwing 


chicks, a sharp lookout for vermin day 
and night all summer long, pinheaa 
oatmeal, whole meal, bread and milk 
the first two weeks, then gradually 
change to whole wheat, boiled clipped 
oats and millet seei. Better, though, 
feed this last only in such quantities as 
to furnish a variety. In this way only 
also should cracked corn and cornmeal 
mush be fed to growing chicks. 


Free range, plenty of shade and loose 


soil, good feed and clear water are the 
essentials in the growth of young chicks. 
Such treatment makes large, early ma- 
tured and vigorous cockerels and causes 
pullets to begin laying at 4% months. 


The incubator may not beat the hen, 


but the brooder will at a gallop. 


Green bone cutters, clover cutters and 


mills to crush oyster shells are indis- 
pensable to profitable poultry keeping. 


You can buy your clover'cut and your 


grit and oyster shells crushed, tei(; green 
bone should t>e cut at home, the fresher 
the better. 


Clover is rich in nitrogen and lime. 


No pdnltryman can afford to stint his 
flocks in this feed, especially in winter. 


Do not believe "that a dunghill has 


anything in common with a real thor- 
oughbred—not in eggs, not in weight, 
not in growth, not in vigor. 


Buy your stock from a live poultry- 


man. 
Be slow in making crosses, and 


never use a male for breeding that is a 
cross.—Ohio Poultry''Journal. 


Kerocene Emulsion. 


A thorough spraying with kerosene 


emulsion or with a solution of carbolio 
acid with a pump that will force tho 
fluid into every seam, crack and corner, 
will cleanse the main part of tho build- 
ing, roof and all, or a thorough smok- 
ing with sulphur will do it. When this 
is done, tho hens will feel as proud as 
yon would if your rooms were new pa- 
pered and carpeted, and unless they 
have been doing their best before they 
will try to do it afterward.—American 
Cultivator.

Corn For Fowl*. 


Kaffir corn is no'w a common crop 


with the fanners of the semiarid re- 
gion of the southwest, being extensive- 
ly grown in J^ansas, Indian Territory, 
Texas, etc. It is a nonsaccharine varie- 
ty of sorghum in Which the nutriment 
instead of partially remaining in the 
stack, as wgch the saccharine varieties, 
finds its way largely to the grains or 
kernels borne in the head or tbp of the 
plant. The sej§ds are about twice the 
size of ordinary sorghum seeds and are 
rich with star6h. Kaflk corn can be 
used with satisfaction as a feed for all 
classes of farm animals, chickens in- 
cluded. The early varieties should ripen 
satisfactorily with our correspondent, 
and I recommend that he try this grain 
•s a feed for fowls, remembering that 
it should be ttsed in addition with rath- 
er titan in substitution tor tne common 
grains. The seed can be ordered through 
eeedsmen and should be planted and 
cultivated the same as corn. Since the 
English sparrow is fond of this grain 
*nd tho heads are unprotected great 
damage is often wrought to the ripened 
corn through these pests.—W. A. Hen- 
ry in Breeder's Gazette.

THE SPORTING WORLD. 


Close students of sports are beginning 
i discifss the why and wherefore that 
10 men of modest stature seem to be 
18 best fitted for robust athletics. A 
-w years ago the baseball managers of 
'10 country looked upon giants as tbe 
inly sort of timber from which great 
mil players could be made. Little men 
•vere looked upon with snspicion, and 
they secured a place on a team only aft- 
er they had demonstrated their superi- 
rrity over their bulkier rivals. It was 
the same in pugilism until Fitzsim- 
rnons showed that he was the best man 
at any wejght in tbe prizefighting 
world. Now the teams of the National 
Baseball league are made up largely of 
men of average height and weight. The 
extra heavy men seem to have been 
pushed aside by tbe livelier athletes of 
lesser weight. It is the same in cycle 
racing, and it is particularly so in re- 
gard to the middle distance paced rac- 
ing. Most of the great middle distance 
racing experts are men of small or of 
average stature. A race between Mi- 
chael and Starbuck always looked like a 
contest between a man and a bey. Ma- 
jor Taylor, while muscular and strong, 
ia small of stature, and his friends ex- 
pect that he will give a good aocjrant of 
himself in paced racing this year. Ed- 
ouard Taylors, the Frenchman, weighs 
less than 123 pounds, and Chase, the 
Englishman who came over to race Mi- 
chael last winter, is even smaller. Platt- 
Betts, one of the best riders in England, 
is also a small man physically. He has 
jnst returned from Australia, where he 
astonished the racing experts of the 
antipodes.—New York Tribune.

sires and dams of the trotters that will, 
together with thoir produce, bo forever 
barred from the trotting register.

will work it may be said that were Di- 
rectum, 2:05J,1, and Hulda, 3:OS)£, 
still unregistered when the new rules 
go into effect they would then be ineli- 
gible, and should the great pair be mat- 
ed and the resulting foal take a record 
of two minutes it would still have to 
remain outside the trotting register, 
while a foal with three generations of 
standard ancestors, but unable to trot a 
mile in 2:80, would be eligible.—New 
York Mail and Express. 


Kiddle Distance Cycle Racing. 


The tremendous interest that has been 


taken in middle distance racing by tbe 
public will likely result in the attempt 
of several amateurs this season to "fol- 
low pace." In New York, Boston, Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, Denver and other cities 
there are prominent riders of tbe ama- 
teur class Who believe that they will ba 
able to make an excellent showing in 
middle distance racing, and they will 
make the effort this yjar. • The only 
trouble seems to be the securing of pace- 
makers, but this difficulty can be ob- 
viated just aa it bas been in the profes- 
sional ranks by the breeding of pace- 
makers. This is done by training, con- 
sistent and persevering, but the end 
justifies the effort, and amateur middle 
distance racing will bring to this class 
of racfeg many admirers from the ath- 
letic classes. 


Purpose In Poultry Raising. 


If you are keeping hens, yon should 


do £> fair a purpose. If only a small 
flock ia kept, it will matter but little 
whether they aro intended for eggs or 
tho table, as they will cost but a email 
sum, and the receipts will not be great, 
but if a large flock is tbe object one 
should have eggs or poultry in view as 
a leading1 business, for unless there is a 
specialty there will be no excellence in 
either. The best egg laying breeds do 
not equal the bresds adapted for produc- 
ing the greatest number of eggs. If one 
is determined to supply eggs for market, 
he should give the market qualities of 
the breed very little consideration and 
aim to keep his hens in good laying 
condition. No fowls ever introduced in- 
to U4$ country have proved of greater 
value to the poultryman than the Black 
Minprcas, which are now generally con- 
sidered ag having OO superiors as egg 
producers, both for size and number. The 
Black Miuoroas do pot sit, but will lay 
on when other breeds are fast on the 
nest They lay as steady as any of the 
Spanish breeds and if properly cared 
for have no superiors as winter layers. 
They are hardy and easy to rear. Their 
flesh is sweet and juicy and has a fine 
flavor. In short, they are aa profitable 
a breed ad can be bred. While farm la- 
bor and land are getting more expen- 
sive and crops are sometimes & failure 
remember the denser population and the 
greater demand for poultry and eggs. 
Give your attention to quality as well 
as quantity. 


Breed For Shape. 


The breeding of fancy poultry is a 


science. First of all the fancier mast 
have firmly fixed in his mind the shape 
of the variety that he intends to devote 
his time and energy to, then the car- 
riage of this variety and lastly the 
plumage. Breeding for color ia a very 
fascinating sport, but one most sot be- 
come so interested in it as to lose sight 
of the foundation of the breed—L e., its 
shape. What good is a Silver Wyandotte, 
however perfect its lacing may be, if it 
has the shape of the Plymouth Bock, 
or the Cochin if it has the shape of 
the Brahma? True, we may have the 
beautiful plumage, but the foundation 
is destroyed, and the hooee falls. Tho 
average fancier ia very successful, tak- 
ing into consideration what he has to 
contend with in retaining the type of 
the breed, together with the beautiful 
plumage. Year in ana year out he keeps 
at his work until at last h's efforts are 
rewarded. He has established a strain 
of fowls that is known, ail over the 
world, and he has made a name for him- 
self aud his fowls. Through all these 
years the type of the fowl has remained 
almost identically the samo, and the 
markings are clear and distinct—Poul- 
try Monthly.

NEW Youic, May 10.—The beginning 


of any now fad in fashion is generally 
tentative, and then before any one can 
quite account for it ovurybody will be 
wearing the article in question and it 
will so pervade everything and every- 
where that the pooplo tire of it and its 
vogue is as short lived aa its advent was 
Bnddou. Just so it is with queer shaped 
rolls and draperies and tho abnormal 
masses of flowers, particularly shaded 
yellows. Tbobe massed bunches of small 
blossoms aro so very stiff aud ungrace- 
ful that they require light branching 
f outliers or tullo or lace drapings to off- 
set; tuoir hardness. Only on a few hats 
does one find a graceful and spreading 
arrangement of flowers. Tulle scarfs 
aro put on in great rolls, these often 
held in place by gilt cords winding 
around, but the object seems to ba to 
have a pnfi as large as a loaf of French 
bread quite encircling tho crown. Flow- 
cr.-i in closo maFse« are pat under the 
brim to rest upon tho hair. 
Sometimes 


these aro put half way around the back, 
and at other times on one side or the 
other, but never in front. When in tha 
back, the b;it is tipped down over the 
forehead, and indeed tho majority, of 
hats are worn tipped downward. The 
tissues and othar trimming set upon the 
hats are of the most brilliant coloring, 
save where black is used. This is 
spangled, which makes it almost as no- 
ticoablo as the rest. The shapes most 
in vogue just now are the bolero, the 
berretta, the tyrol, the amazou, the Eng- 
lish "dip" and dozensof plateaus which 
can be bent and twisted into any shape. 
The bell crown straws aud fancy braids 
are among the best liked of the large 
brimmed hats and they are often almost 
covered with rich black or tinted ostrich 
plumes. These are now quite as popu- 
lar as during tha winter and it is said 
that they will ba worn all through 
summer and fall and they will bo com- 
bined with flowers. The amazons or 
very loiig wide plumes and the shorter 
tips will be worn, each according to the 
hat it is to grape. 


Those pretty curved hats known as

Parts Should Have All the Advantages of 


a icree Hange. 


Two acres devoted to a turkey park, 


with a substantial building situated 
thereon, will prove a profitable invest- 
ment where turkey raising is contem- 
plated. For such an equipment a house 
80 by 10 feel, divided into three apart- 
ments, each 10 by 10, the center one 
being open on the front, will be found 
most convenient and will afford roost- 
ing room for 100 or more turkeys dur- 
ing the growing season and be sufficient- 
ly large for the breeders during the 
winter and spring. This house need not 
be expensive. It can be built of rough 
or planed lumber and need not be more 
than four feefc high at the eaves, with 
sis foot front The two end, or roosting, 
rooms should be made tight and warm, 
and for this purpose they can be lined 
with some of the better grades of build- 
ing paper. If the joists be 2 by 4, set 
sidewise, and the building paper put on 
over them, it will leave a dead air space 
of two inches, which will insure the 
building being comfortable. 
Such a 


house can bo built for from $20 to $30 
aside from the labor. 


To inclose two acres with a turkey 


high and tight fence might seem to 
some like a pretty costly undertaking, 
but this is not the case. A good fence 
that will keep in turkeys can be made 
in this manner: Set posts so that they 
will stand 6 or 6)4 feet above ground, 8 
feet apart, and to these nail 6 inch fence 
boards for the bottom. Attach to this 2 
inch mesh wire netting 2 feet wide and 
above this a 3 foot netting of 3 inch 
mesh. Join them together at intervals 
with common small wire, thus making 
a fence 5 feet 6 inches high. 
Over the 


tops of the posts stretch a length of 
barbed or cable wire, which will be 6 
or 12 inches above the netting, accord- 
Ing to the height of the posts, and wire 
the netting to this cable so as to take 
np all sag. This makes a fence prac- 
tically 6 or 6^ feet high, so close at the 
bottom that young turkeys cannot get 
through it and one that will keep out 
every class of vermin except hawks. 
I 


prefer this cable wire to a topboard be- 
cause the fowls do not see it so plainly 
and are less apt to attempt to fly over 
it 
If No. IS wire netting is used, the 


fonce will be very substantial and will 
last many years. To fence two acres in 
this manner will cost about §50, and 
the entire plant—house and run—can 
be more than paid for in the saving on 
one year's hatch. It is much better than 
to allow the turkeys to roam. 


The location of the turkey park should 


bo such as to give them all the advan- 
tages usually secured on a free range. It 
should have plenty of shade and grass. 
The orchard or a small grove, if it be 
in grass, is eminently adapted to this 
use, and the land will not then be en- 
tirely given up to the fowls.—L. E. 
Keyser in Country Gentleman. 


Jfo Excuse For Stale 


There is no excuse to fall back on 


when a poultryman sells stale eggs or 
rotten eggs for fresh ones. Eggs from 
"new nests" should be tested before 
Belling—if sold at alL Nost eggs cannot 
get mixed ui with good ones if tho 
poultryman knows his business. China 
eggs or egg gourds used for nest eggs 
will prevent this. Tho tester, such as 
wo have several limes described, shows 
conclusively whether an egg is frosh or, 
not. 
A perfectly fresh egg is clear and 


no air space can ba seen in tho large 
end. As tho egg gets older this air space 
enlarges until it finally occupies half 
tho egg. A perfectly fresh egg will not 
shako—that is, tho contents will not 
Bhako whea the egg is shaken, no mat- 
ter hnw vin]i>nt!v. hntp"srt! rannofc Btnnrt 
tbo constant little jarring, such as trans- 
portation in tho cars. Even if eggs are 
fre?h when started, if carried 60 or 
more miles they will shake a little 
when received at the destination. 
Tho 


old fashioned test for eggs is the water 
test. Take a large pan filled three or 
four (or inora) inches with water. Pl"cc 
a number 01 eggs therein. 
Those eggs 


that lay on their side on the bottom are 
fresh. 
The ones that stand up on tbe 


email end are stale and those that fl- 
are bad. —Agricultural Em'tomist

BRITISH CONSOLS. 


Tbe Origin and History of This Feature 


of XlnelUb. Securities. 


Almost all the debt of England consists 


of the funded debt, so called, and the 
greater part of this Is made up of "con- 
eols," which is an abbreviation of "con- 
solidated stocks," of which we read every 
clay in the papers, and the price of consols 
Is tho financial pulse of England. 


Consols wore created in 1753 by stat- 


ute 25 of George II, chapter 27. But no 
scrap of paper ever represented a consol 
until, to facilitate commerce, in 1870, a 
statute was passed allowing the govern- 
ment to issuo certificates to represent 
them. The property that all the world 
asked the price of every day was unrepre- 
sented by any monetary securities until 
1870, and even now very few certificates 
have been issued. 


Now, this is a consol and this Is Its his- 


tory : Originally some one had loaned tho 
government £100, and the government 
had caused his Dame to be enrolled on its 
books as a creditor, front whom its had re- 
ceived that amount and to whom someday 
it might, if it chose, repay it. It need 
never do so, but until it did it must pay 
him an annuity of £3 — that is, ho received 
3 per cent on his money as long as tha 
government chose to keep it, but the gov- 
ernment could pay it back at any time It 
chose to do BO. This creditor then owned 
a coneol — tbat is, he owned such a debt 
from the government as I have just de- 
scribed. 


If he wished to transfer what rights he 


had — that is, his 3 per cent per annum — 
and the right to his £100 when, if ever, 
the government chose to return It, ho 
could go to tho Bank of England with bis 
transferee and receive the purchase price 
from him and the stock would be trans- 
ferred to the man paying tho considera- 
tion, and that man's name would bo placed 
on the government's book in ths place of 
the former owner, and thereafter the 
transferee would receive the £3 a year and 
the £100, if it waa ever paid back. But 
no paper passed except the receipt for the 
purchase money which was given by the 
buyer, and which the bank official checked 
with a red mark. 


These receipts were not certificates of 


ownership and were seldom preserved, 
never except for purposes of identification 
when tho new owner went to draw his first 
dividend. After that they were destroyed. 
It is true in old times the owner of a con- 
sol was given a tally, which was nothing 
but a block of wood with notches on it, 
iplit in two so that a portion of each notch 
should be on each half, and the govern- 
ment kept one half and the owner of the 
stock the other half. 


These showed the state of the account 


between the government and its creditor, 
but this was an antiquated system of keep- 
ing accounts, brought down from the days 
when writing was little known, and at 
last they were abolished by act of parlia- 
ment and burned. There were So many 
of them that when they were thrown into 
the furnaces these became superheated, 
and tho parliament houses burned down, 
which perhaps served the authorities right 
for keeping tho antiquated system so long. 
— Bankers' Magazine. 


An Old Communion Service, 
' 


In the year 1766 the general assembly of 


the province of Maryland passed an act 
authorizing a levy on the taxable inhabit- 
ants of Somerset parish, Md., of 104,000 
pounds of tobacco for the purpose of erect- 
ing the Somerset parish church. On Feb. 
17, 1767, two lots were conveyed to the 
rector, Rev. Hamilton Boll; the vestry 
and wardens, and the church was erected 
during that year on its present site. 
* In the year 1713 Queen Anno presented 
to this parish, through William Stoughton, 
a massive silver communion service, flag- 
on, chalice and paten. On each piece ia 
Inscribed, "Fortheuseof Somerset parish, 
in Somerset county, In the province of 
Maryland, per William Stoughton." Above 
the inscription are the letters "L H. S. " 
This communion service is much prized 
by the congregation. It is one of the three 
oldest in the United States. — Pittsburg 
Dispatch,

Color Tour Own Pictures. 


Some of our amateur photographers 


may be interested in learning an easy 
way of coloring a photograph nicely 
without having first taken lessons ia 
drawing or painting. This is the meth- 
od: After yon have printed your photo- 
graph and before yon mount it on card- 
board hold it against the window, plac- 
ing the picture side toward the glass, 
then sketch clearly on the back of the 
picture the outlines of the parts to bo 
colored. When this is completed, place 
the picture side of the 
photograph 


against a blotter and apply the desired 
colors to the back of the picture, keep- 
ing within the sketched outlines. Then 
prepare a mixture consisting of ten 
parts benzine and one part vaseline and 
pour this over the photograph, rubbing 
it thoroughly into the paper with the 
finger. Do this both on the face and 
back of the picture. After the picture 
has become transparent through this 
process let it stand for an hour or two, 
then dry it with a cloth and mount it 
on cardboard. 
Tho color will show 


clearly.—Chicago Record.

Oil Plant on Fire, 


Philadelphia, June 14.—The extensive 


plant of the Philadelphia OH Refining 
company at Point Breeze, in the exn 
trejne southwestern part of the city, was 
visited by a flre last night, that, for a 
time, threatened to prove most disas- 
trous.. 
By the almost herculean efforts 


of the company's workmen and nearly 
the entire flre department of the city, 
the flames were kept in check and the 
loss held within $300,000. 


The fire broke out in the shipping 


wharf, facing on the ScKuylklll rivsr, 
wherein were stored cases, packages and 
barrels oi" crude and parafflne oifs and 
wax. 
In an instant, almost, the entire 


wharf was in flames. Five separate 
alarms were sounded and 22 companies 
responded, in addition to the four poliee 
and fire boats. 
Adjoining the wharf 


were the tanks filled with" crude and 
paraffine oils. 
On these tfie workmen 


and firemen worked with Ions line* of 
hose and kept the intense heat from ig- 
niting1 the contents. 
Meanwhile car- 


loads of sand and earth were thrown 
upon the outskirts of the burning build- 
ing and served to check somewhat the 
flames' advances. 


Two barges, ma3e fast in the dock, 


were burned to the "water's edge, and 
one ship, the County Dumfries, 
was 


slightly scorched. 
Within the building* 


•were 3000 packages of parafflne, valued 
at about $3S,0<», and 200,090 cases of crude 
oil, valued at $200,000, and 1300 barrels of 
lubricating oil. 
The company carried 


its own insurance. 
The origin of the 


flre is unknown.

A SHIP'S LIGHTS. 


The system of lights now adopted by all 


maritime nations has been in use com- 
paratively few years, but is so perfected 
that by them on the darkest ^rights one 
ship can tell exactly the course and char- 
acter of another. 
A sailing vessel carries 


but two—a red one belofr on the port side 
and a green upon the starboard, A steam- 
er carries three—the red and green, be- 
sides b large white masthead light, and 
when she is towing other vessels two white 
lights, one above tho other oh the fore- 
mast, showing that it is dangerous to out 
too close across her stom. Each barge or 
craft being towed shows on her mast a 
round white light, if I remember cor- 
rectly. 


I used to got confused as to which were j 


the sides for the red and green and once ' 
spoko of it to an old fisherman. 


"Why, 
sir," ho said, ''the port light iz 


red—the color of the wine." 


I lived for quite a time among the fto- 


ermen on the west coast of England aad 
spent many a day and night witji them »t 
sea. Sometimes when wa would be lying 
to in George's channel or riding to oui 
trawls in a flshing lugger, a big lantern at 
our side, and nothing doiug, there was a 
very subtle chann in tho lights of a ship 
or steasaor as she came into view, crept 
up and swept grandly past insignificant 
nnd fishy as. 


\Vey down in the southward would ap- 


pear a little rod or green dot, showing 
and losing itself i» the heavy ocean swells, 
until it grow more steady as it neared us. 
Sometimes two lights wdnld appear at 
first and make o&o fed nervous, for yon 
know your boot to bo directly in the path 
of an approaching ship. 
You would 


glance at your own riding light and some- 
times, though ijot often, flro a flare, ruado 
of rags ana o^kum wragpsd around a 
stick and soaked in oil. But soon oho or 
tho other of the dangerous two lights 
would be le|t; slio is avoiding you, and 
you can enjoy tha chgrjn I mentioned.

Or a pasHonger- steoniei1 will come thun- 
dering 6tt, ferdbbiag, ohuraing and all 
thqt kind of thing of which Olark Russell 
Wlltes, her txlght masthijaci light shining 
clear like a m&r. -Aa sho passes, showing 
a Ifjng liu& of brilliant portholes, you 
catQh sight ot a {at, Whit6 capped cook 
proparijig suppers for the siaokfng room. 
Strains ol music may come ofer the water 
asd a few dark fl^arcs, same in Couples, 
peer down^ at ^bu over tfie rail, 1ft np for 
a second b'y'QlB flulj light of your lantern.

out after dinner and knock a chicken 
coop together while the horses are rest- 
ing tho average poultry coop illustrated 
or described in poultry papers or deparc- 
incuts is an aggravation. There arc a 
number of things to bo considered in 
coop construction, but much depends 
upon the order of points desired. Tha 
average rnaa puts them about this way: 
(1) Utility, (2) cheapness, ^|l ease of 
construction, (4) convenience and (5, if 
at all) appearance. 


After u. good deal u± trying, says a 


writer in Tho National Stockman arid 
Fanner, I have one which satisfies ma 
Dimrnsiorm arc matlo to fit iny lumber, 
generally 2 byu feet and 12 to 10 inches 
high. I cat my lumber to make a solid 
box, no slope for roof. In putting to- 
gether I nidi the bottom to battens, 
making a platform which is not fasten- 
ed to the box.

I make my coops as high 
as I can gat them by using only ona 
board. That is rarely over 16 inches; 13 
will do. If two boards are used to get 
the height, the sides ought to be paper- 
ed the same as the roof. Lap the paper 
or felt over the edges of roof so as to 
stop all tracks and drafts and then get 
ventilation in front by adjusting thai 
front board.

REMOVING WOUNDED MEN AT SEA.-

Mrs. Cornelia Miller Chadwick, the 


wife of the gallant captain of the ar- 
mored cruiser New York, is as ingen- 
ious as she is humane. Prior to the 
opening of hostilities between this 
country and Spain she paid a visit to 
her husband at Key West, where the 
flagship of Acting Admiral Sampson's 
squadron was then stationed. She was, 
of course, shown over the ship, although 
she had peered into every nook and 
corner a dozen times before. But this 
was the first time she had seen the gi- 
gantic fighting machine in her war 
paint, ready to do battle with the 
enemies of her country. Like all wo- 
men, Mrs. Chadwick "noticed things." 
One of these things was that when 
the vessel 
was 
cleared for 
action, 


the battle hatches screwed down and 
the water tight compartments closed, it 
was very difficult to move from one part 
of the ship to another, so much so that 
in time of action the carrying of the 
wounded to a place where the surgeon 
could give them attention became a se- 
rious problem.

ed by State's Attorney C. H. Robb of 
Bellows Falls, E. I. .Waterman of 
Brnttleboro appearing for the railroad 
anc'- A. P. Carpenter of this city for the 
estates of the dead engineer and flre- 
rnan, as reported Saturday. 


The interest centered in the expert 


testimony of Inspector Frank S. Allen 
of Hartford, Ct, •n'ho made a thorough 
examination of the wreck, and whose 
evidence showed that the explosion 
occurred in the boiler in the vicinity of 
the fire-box and was probably caused 
by a weakness at. that point clue to 
broken stay-bolts. 
There was no evi- 


dence of a recent overheating of 
the 


boiler,the water line being true and the 
fusible plug in perfect order. The tube 
ends.tube-sheet and crown-sheet show- 
ed no evidence of over-heating. 


Mr. Allen attributed blame to no one. 


because the location of these stay-bolts 
*va? snrh that it would be almost im- 
possible to have discovered the defect 
without a very close anrl careful ex- 
amination by an expert or in fact with- 
out stripping off the covering of the 
boiler. 
His opinion was that the de- 


fect in the stay-bolts developed verv 
recently, because if it had been of long 
standing, the plate would have bulged 
out so as to be noticeable to the engin- 
eer and fireman. 


South Berkshire's Tragedy, 


Koy Sagsndorf, the Great Barrineton 


boy who shot and killa'd a companion 
Friday afternoon, was arraigned in Great 
Barrington this morning, and helrt for the 
Pittsfield court Ssgendorf learned of the 
fatal result of his shot before he left the 
jail. The careless, buoyant spirit which 
characterized his trip to PUtsaeld is en- 
tirely gone, now, aS the enormity of his 
crime begins to daWn upon him. 


Last night Sagendorf wrote a letter to 


his grandmother, Mrs. Andrews, regard- 
ing his confinement in jail. He said that 
he had spent the greater share of the 
time in tears as"Hi» treatment was bad. 
He claimed that he slept on the floor Sat- 
urday night because of the bugs in the 
bed. Be also said that he had been given 
nothing to eat bat a stale piece of bread 
since being taken there. Sagendorf was 
not aware that ill letters going from the 
jail are read by the officers or he would 
likely bave told the truth. The boy is re- 
ceiving the same treatment a? other pris- 
oners and the statements in his letter are 
falsehoods.

Former Williamstown Man Dead. 


Stephen A. Harrison died on June 7 at 


hla home in Milwaukee, Wisconsin. He 
was born near London, England, being 
the grandson of one of the largest and 
wealthiest plantation owners of the island 
of Jamaica of the West Indie*. Mr. Har- 
rison located in Wisconsin In the early 
fifties, developing largely the ra ilroad 
systems of the Northwest, and for many 
years was prominently assooiabed with 
the business and real estate interests of 
Milwaukee, contributing materially to 
tho growth and prosperity of the city. 
He served in the common council, and 
for several terms in the state lezislat ure, 
always with sterling honesty, ability and 
untiring energy. He was twice offered 
the nomination for mayor of the city of 
Milwaukee, which honor he declined, and 
was twice sent to Washington by the state 
of Wisconsin to sattle important matters 
pertaining to it, once in the administra- 
tion of President Lincoln and again in 
that of President Harrison. 


In 1884 Mr. Harrison married Miss Alice 


D. Ward, a daughter of the late Oliver 
Delancey Ward, one of the prominent 
merchants of the city of New York. Mr. 
Harrison built a residence in Willisms- 
town, which he occupied for several 
years.
